x ~ Satisfactory Results of “Unem- 


ployed” Colonies in England, 


gurated the Scheme — Wrecks 
from the London Slums 
Are Being Restored on 
English Farms. 


Special Cable. 

London, April 29.—There seems to be 
no doubt about the success of the va- 
rious ‘“‘unemployed colonies’’ which the 
British local government board is estab- 
lishing with the aid of Joseph Fels, of 
Philadelphia. 

An opportunity was given newspaper 
men this week to visit the most impor- 
tant of these ‘‘colonies’’—at Hollesley 
bay, on the seacoast of Suffolk—and all 
that was seen there bore evidence to 
the value of the American socialist’s idea, 
That idea is, of course, to give the un- 
employed who at present are crowding 
the London poor houses, a chance to 
earn their “‘keep’ by agricultural work 
in the country. With this object Mr. 
Fels is acquiring derelict farms all over 
the country and turning them over, rent 
free for three years, to the local gov- 
ernment board. The first he acquired 
was Sumpner’s farm of 100 acres, in Es- 
sex, which cost the American manufac- 
turer $10,625, and is now in the hands 
of the poplar board of guardians. 

From the Work Houses. 

The men from the London work houses 
are sent to these farms, and set to work 
at reclaiming them. Single men get 
only their board and no wages, married 
men, besides being ‘found,’ are paid 


the balance being sent to their wives in 
London. The farms which the men are 
reclaiming—under the direction of prac- 
tical agriculturists—will, of course, in- 
crease greatly in value when they become 
productive once more. At the end of 
three years they will be purchaseable 
by the authorities—otherwise they will 
revert to Mr. Fels, who makes no pre- 
tense that his offer to the local govern- 
ment board is wholiy philanthropic. 
The Hollesley “colony” visited the other 
day, is said to be typical of the rest. 
It comprises 1,300 acres and on these 
are now working 125 men who, five 
weeks ago, were numbered among the 
horde of unemployed in London. Dock- 
ers, carpenters and bricklayers for the 
most part, by trade, they were found 
double digging the ground and sowing 
rows of potatoes, onions and asparagus. 
At the end of every month they ered 
allowed to go to London and look for 
work at their own trade.

Them.

London, April 29.—Lady Naylor-Leyland 
is one of England’s society women who 
never é¢ats oysters. This is somewhat 
strange, considering that some of the 
most famous oyster beds in the country 
are situated not far from her country 
residence, Lexden Park, near Colchester, 
and she is financially interested in the 
fishery. 

The typhoid outbreak of a few years 
ago, which was supposed to have been 
caused by the consumption of contami- 
nated oysters, turned the American 
woman against them. Since then she 
has taken a personal interest in the cul- 
tivation of the oyster beds at Colchester, 
and assures herself that they are free 
from pollution of all kinds. She does 
this, she says, in the interests of her 
friends, because she does not want to 
deprive them of a delicacy, no matter 
how great her own prejudices might be. 
She distributes large quantities of the 
best specimens among the hospitals in 
Colchester, but insists that they must 
first be examined by the resident medical 
ofiicers before they are given to any pa- 
tient. 

When she has friends at Lexden Hall, 
they can eat oysters when in season, 
but she always points out that she 
never touches them herself. Quantities 
are sent to her London house 
Park gate during the season for the use

PILE OF STONES NOW MARKS 7HE PLACE | 
WHERE EXPLORERS’ BOILED SEAWATER 
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By W. E. Brindley. 

Portiand, Ore., April 29.—(Special.)— 
Gurrounded by a thicket of underbrush 
and scrub timber, within a stone-throw 
of the Pacific ocean, a score or two of 
emooth stones, almost concealed by a 
century’s growth of dwarf pines and 
rank grasses, compose what is probably | 
the only authentic relic of the Lewis and | 
Clark exposition, now existing in the, 
Oregon country. These smooth stones, | 
which still, by their arrangements, sug- 
gest a small oven, were used in the win- | 
ter of 1805-06 by the explorers for boi-! 
ing salt from sea water. Recently the 
Oregon Historical Society has gone to 
elaborate pains to establish the fact -that 
these stones actualy did compose the 
famous salt cairn used by Lewis and 
Clark, and has protected the precious 
relic from the attacks of cows and relic | 
hunters by surrounding it with a high 
bharbed-wire fence.

In the discussion of the various and 


varying phases of the insurance situa- 


tion, The Constitution has made a 
point of impressing upon policy hold- 
ers in the different companies the 
fact, so strongly presented by Comp- 
troHer General Wright in his recent 
interview, that the validity of exist- 
ing policies is in no sense affected by 
any of the frenzied finance manipula- 
tions so open to criticism. 

This cannot be too strongly stated. 
The holders of policies would, perhaps, 
not be human if they were not some- 
what troubled over some of the reve- 
lations upon which criticism of insur- 
ance management has been based, but 
there ig absolutely no occasion for 
alarm.

the grounds for the present criticism. 
Whatever may happen to individuals 
who may have laid themselves open to 
criticism, the funds will be found 
in tact and the great institution wil! 
go right on. 

So, as we see it, there {s absolutely 
no reason for a stampede on the part 
of the holders of policies in any of 
the companies, large or small. Noth- 
ing could be more unwise than for the 
holder of a policy to let that policy 
lapse, thus losing all his interest in 
the accumulated profits. In such 
event he would be the only loser. 

We feel it incumbent upon us to 
advise as strongly as we know how 
against any such short-sighted action: 
and this advice is given solely in the 
interest of the policy holder himself.

Regulating Railway Rates. 

Pending the expected calling of an 
extra session of congress in the fall 
to’ grapple with the rate question, 
there is much discussion of the propo- 
sition to increase the powers of the 
intertate commerce commission, if, in- 
deed, that body has any power what- 
ever. Some of those participating in 
the argument are peculiarly qualified 
to throw light upon the subject, nota- 
bly the interstate commerce commis- 
sioners themselves. 

Commissioner Prouty, who is one of 
the keenest students of railroad legis- 
lation in the country and an intelli- 
gent advocate of effective government 
control, made an interesting address 
at the Union League dinner in Chica- 
go recently, in which he dwelt espe- 
cially upon the relation of the railroad 
to the trust question. Most of the 
great trusts, he declared, were found- 
ed upon railroad favoritism, whether 
in the nature of rebates or otherwise. 
He added: 


Not only is the railway itself the great- 
est monopoly by far, but it is the mother 
of countless monopolies. It is well un- 
derstood that an advantage in the rail- 
way rate means life to one competitor 
and death to the other, and the advan- 
tage is not of necessity from the payment 
of the rebate. The boast of the Standard 
Oil Company today %s that it takes no re- 
bates. It does what is better than take 
rebates—it makes the schedule. 


Commissioner Prouty not only ad- 
vocates putting an end absolutely to 
the giving of rebates, which can be 
done by simply enforcing existing 


law, but says that to put an end to) 


existing abuses some governmental 
agency must have power to fix rates 
on railways where the prevailing rates 
are unfair and unjust. 

He declares that the whole matter 
hinges right here; that governmental] 
power must take rate-making out of 
the hands $f the railroads and itself 
name just and fair rates for the pro- 
tection. of public from the extor- 
tions and discriminations of common 
carriers. 

It is now everywhere recognized, 
except in selfishly interested quarters, 
that the interstate commerce commis- 
sion can only be made capable of 


| | performing the ee for which it 


the state 


was created by empowering {t to re- 
adjust and equalize rates upon the 
establishment of proof of their exorb- 
itance or inequality, or by the creation 
of a special judicial tribune whose 
sole function it shall be to sit in cases 
of the kind and redress real griev- 
ances. 

The proceeding should be more ju- 
dicial than paternal, but there ghould 
be no possible question as to the pow- 
er of the government as the final ar- 
biter. As a common carrier, subject 
to interstate commerce regulations, 
the railroad is properly the subject 
of federal] supervision and it has no 
one to blame but itself if its lack of 
fairness in its business dealings with 
the citizens of the several states 
brings it in contact with the supreme 
power of the government. 

The solution of the whole problem 
lies, as Commissioner Prouty says, in 
government control of rates, just as 
railroad commissions are 
Supposed to have power to control 
rates within their respective states. 
When the central government asserts 
this inherent power, we shall hear 
nothing more of injustices and ine- 
qualities of the kind, and may the 
reform come quickly! —

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Fitzhugh Lee. 

The wide scythe of the Reaper has 
been unusually and woefully busy the 
iast few months with those prominent 
survivors who loom largely out of the 
maelstrom of the sixties, heedless 
whether the uniforms they wore were 
blue or gray. Fitzhugh Lee’s sudden 
death is the more startling and sad- 
dening, since he had thrown himself 
with characteristic devotion into the 
maturing of the Jamestown exposi- 
tion, and both himself and his myriad 
friends throughout the south and the 
nation had hoped and _. believed he 
would be permitted to place this cap- 
stone on a career already luminous 
with honorable achievement. 


His passing emphasizes the ob- 
servation made by The Constitution 
at Judge Reagan’s death, to the effect 
that there seemed to have been an 
element of the south’s finest manhood 
spared from the fraticidal strife to 
effect rehabilitation and _ reconcilia- 
tion. For there is no question that 
Fitzhugh Lee belongs in this notable 
Class. His civil war record speaks 
for itself in no uncertain tones. Re- 
ceiving a thorough schooling at West. 
Point, he won his spurs in many 
bloody combats with the Comanches in 
Texas in the latter fifties, sustaining 
wounds which came near costing his 
life. He was a cavalry instructor at 
the United States military academy 
when war between the states was 
declared, and he at once tendered his 
services to the confederacy. Entering 
the ranks as a first lieutenant, he 
emerged from the war a major gen- 
eral, having won that distinction by 
valiant deeds at nearly all of the im- 
portant battles which convulsed the 
border states of Virginia and Pennsyl- 
vania, and had so vital a bearing on 
the war’s final issue. 

Accepting the arbitrament of arms 
with a quiet philosophy, he earnestly 
counseled his fellow-countrymen to do 
likewise, and to devote their attention 
to the restoration of the devastated 
south. The pacificatory sentiments 
he expressed in his speeches at Bunk- 
er Hill, the Yorktown centennial and 
the Washington centennial in New 
York, had much to do with hastening 
a return of the era of toleration and 
friendship. As governor of Virginia in 
1885, he rendered his state conspicu- 
ous service. In 1890 he took up the 
work of railroad deveiopment, display- 
ing a keen judgment and a rare en- 
ergy in its prosecution within the 
borders of his own state. 

Thus far it will be seen he had done 
sufficient to demonstrate unusual 
force and versatility, but his most 
vital service to the nation was yet 
to come. In 1896 he was sent to Ha- 
vana as consul general of this govern- 
ment, a post attended with the most 
trying and delicate details even at 
the time. So skilfully did he handle 
all the problems. then involved, that 
he was retained after the inaugura- 
tion of McKinley, his diplomacy and 
decision of character ably evidencing 
themselves in the dangerous. crises 
preceding our war with Spain. Dur- 
ing that war he served with distinc- 
tion as major general of volunteers 
in the United States army. At its 
close he was returned to Cuba as mil- 
itary governor of the province of. Ha- 
vana, under conditions infinitely more 
exacting and delicate than those 
which had characterized his service 
during Spanish sovereignty. 

That he so deftly and courageously 
administered the difficult details of 
bringing order out of chaos, and co- 
herence out of hopeless confusion and 


petty enmities is a lasting tribute to 


his sterling ability and an accomplish- 


‘ment which placed both this country 
‘and Cuba under obligations to him. 


Our government demonstrated its ap- 
preciation by making him a brigadier 
general in the-regular army in Feb- 
ruary, 1901, and retiring him the fol- 
lowing month with al] the distinctions 
and emoluments of that rank. 

One of the most significant feat- 
ures of General Lee's career is that 
one which goes to prove conclusively 
the final and complete fraternization 
of the sections. Two of his sons are 
officers in the regular army. The 
man who with all the force of his 
genius and fidelity gave four years 
of his life to a cause which had at

The Waste Places. 

The practicability of securing to the 
south the needed immigration of a de- 
sirable character to build up its was:e 
places is discussed in today’s Consti- 
tution by Mr. Eliot Lord, who has 
given much study to the general sub- 
ject. of immigration. 

All Mr. Lord has to say about the 
desirability of the Italians as immi- 
grants will be read with deep interest. 
He takes occasion to correct some er- 
roneous impressions and at the same 
time to make some suggestions ex- 
ceedingly practical. 

Details of a plan suggested by Bish 
op Broderick are given. While some- 
what similar plans have been followed 
at times, there is enough of novelty 
in the bishop’s suggestions to com. 
mand attention. 

One impelling reason for the settlo 
ment of Italians and other immigranis 
from Europe in New York and other 
large cities of the east is that whe: 
they reach this country they are com- 
pelled to find work at once, and the 
daily wage offered being so much in 
excess of anything they have known, 
they settle easily in the rut, adding 
to the congestion. If given an oppor- 
tunity to reach other parts of the 
country, and especially if given the 
opportunity to own land, they would 
gladly seek fields more promising and 
better for the couniry as well as for 
themselves. 

The plan suggested by Bishop Brod- 
erick is designed to furnish these op- 
portunities. Its details are worthy the 
study of the people of the southern 
states.

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Do the Best You Can. 

Doubtless you have read of the 
romance of Rose Harriet Pastor, the 
brilliant and genuinely philanthropic 
young Jewess who is to wed a mil- 
lionaire, J. G. Phelps Stokes. And 
when you read you said, “Oh, he 
married her because he just happen- 
ed to meet her doing the same work 
he was undertaking.’’ 

Not so many years ago this young 
woman was a babe in that most be- 
nighted and blighted of countries— 
Russia. There the race and religion 
of her father and mother and their 
forbears were not merely frowned on, 
but despised. Her family and friends 
have trembled under the persecution 
of Russian officials; some of her rel- 
atives may have been brutally knout- 
ed; some may have spent years in 
that soul-destroying land-jail called 
Siberia. But this young woman as 
a child was fearless. She felt that 
there was work for her. When she 
came to America she looked about 
her, and her keen and sympathetic 
eye caught the picture of the crowd- 
ed Ghetto of New York, where many 
of her own race were gathered 
in a huddled, unprogressive, un- 
leavened mass. Though freed from 
the environment that had _ long 
crushed them in their native land, 
when they were confronted by 
the opportunity to rise above the line 
of their meaner, lower lives, they 
were sheeplike and leaderless. The 
constant repression, caused by cruel 
customs and harsher laws, had taken 
away their spirit and killed their ini- 
tiative. 

Rose Pastor realized that a rare op- 
portunity had been rendered her. She 
went to work seriously, schooling her- 
self by day in study and spending 
sleepless night seeking to solve in 
some simple fashion the problems 
that stand in the path of not only 
her own people, but that hamper and 
hold back all the poor in the crowded 
corners of cosmopolitan New York. 
She found little solace in her earlier 
work, but never for an instant was 
she discouraged. She saw that so- 
ciology as a science was a splendid 
staff for the teacher and leader, but 
that sympathy alone made it possi- 
ble to step down among the igno- 
rant classes and point the way. And 
so, simply and unostentatiously, she 
worked, living among the poor and 
turning her talents into a devoted in- 
terest in their welfare. 

Some years before the birth of this 
little Russian babe, a son was born 
to a wealthy family in The United 
States. He was named J. G. Phelps 
Stokes. The conditions surrounding 
him on his entry into the world 
were more than the opposite of those 
in which the Russian infant found her- 
self couched. Young Stokes was des- 
tined to be a wealthy man—a leader 
in society, and a participator in the 
government of a great and free coun- 
try where religious toleration and 
personal liberty are the pillars that 
hold up the constitution. Possibly 
his parents and his uncles and aunts, 
all proud over the advent of a boy 
into the family, said: “Well, he'll 
grow up to be a great. financier and 
he’ll wed an heiress and will add mil- 
lions to those he will be given by us.” 

When the little Russian girl was 
ushered wailing into a hut the par- 
ents were not so proud, but they 
Said: “She looks like she will be a 
strong woman some day and go ped- 
dling or help dig in the field.” 

Now the vision of the parents in 
Russia and of those in America were 
equally narrow and extreme. One 
shut out the possibility of serious, 
nobie work because of wealth; the 
other saw no noble work ahead be- 
cause of poverty. 

Yet, in spite of his wealth, Phelp3 
Stokes did see something in life 
and higher than taking a 


_ | 


his time and his thought and his tal- 
ent. 

And there he met a young woman, 
who, in spite of her poverty and the 
environment at her birth, had press- 
ed upward and fought silently and 
Sympathetically to better the condi- 
tions of the unenlightened. 

When the millionaire and the Rus- 
Sian girl met they recognized in each 
other equals. He saw in her a wom- 
an who had overcome the most dif- 
ficult obstacles to get her life work 
under way; she saw in him a man 
who had borne down the barriers 
built by wealth and had come into 
his own by force of character. Is 
it any wonder that they are soon to 
wed? 

The lesson is a simple one. Do the 
best you can—don’t be discouraged. 
No matter how rich you are, no mat- 
ter how poor you are, if you do what 
you think is right, and do it well, you 
have succeeded, though your name 
may never be seen fii print. 

If you are a teacher and do your 
work well, you may develop some 
boy or girl who will carry forward 
the greatest achievements. And you 
wil] know, and they will know, where 
much of the credit should go! 

No matter what your station in life 
—dcn’t be discouraged, but do the 
best you can!

Mr. Carnegie and tthe Teachers. 

A cartoon in The Chicago Chronicle 
represents Mr. Carnegie defending, 
with his ten-million-dollar fund, the 
Superannuated college professors of 
the country from the attacks of Dr. 
Osler and his chloroform can. A 
timely cartoon and one which repre- 
sents the animus inspiring the latest 
oenefaction of the great steel wizard. 
Mr. Carnegie’s aim is to reach a class 
of men who, giving their lives to a 
profession which brings small returns 
from a financial standpoint, are likely 
to find themselves in a state of need 
when old age comes. 

Nobody can question the disinter- 
ested public spirit inspiring Mr. Car- 
negie’s gift, however much some may 
question its wisdom. Professor Mc- 
Master doubtless voices a sentiment 
strongly prevalent in educational cir- 
cles when he expresses his opposition 
to pensions in general and especially 
to a pension system in the teaching 
profession, holding that such a syster 
would tend to lowering that profes- 
sion. The same _ objection can be 
urged against teachers’ pensions that 
is urged against the pensioning of 
civil employees of the federal and 
state governments—that they would 
make for improvidence. The man 
does best by himself and those de- 
pendent upon him who, realizing the 
exigencies which age must bring, 
makes provision to meet them by 
simple, economic and judicious liv- 
ing. 

Mr. Carnegie’s fund will doubtless 
find many worthy beneficiaries. His 
action in providing it will, however, 
be of greatest value if it serves to im. 
press upon the people the necessity 
of taking better care of the teachers 
during the period of their greatest ac- 
tivity and usefulness. 

College professors are undoubtedly 
underpaid, if we judge simply by the 
money return they receive for their 
services, but their profession brings 
many returns which cannot be meas- 
ured in dollars and cents. Far morc 


marked, however, is the inadequacy of , 
the financial return coming to another | 
class whose work can justly be said | 


to be of vastly greater importance in 
the educational development of the 
people, taken as a whole. 

We refer, of course, to the teachers 
in the public schools, particularly in 
the rural sections. The public school 
is the cornerstone of the educational 
structure under the American system. 
It is impossible to overestimate the 
value of the work done by the public 
schools in shaping the minds of the 
youth of this nation. A work of s0 
great importance should be in the 
hands of those best qualified to per- 
form it, and these should be properly 
paid. 

Here in Georgia we have a splendid 
array of teachers. With the growing 
prosperity of the state, there has been 
a constantly increasing appropriation 
for public school purposes and the 
teacher of today is better paid than 
the teacher of ten or twenty years 
ago. But even with this increase, the 
remuneration is by no means what :t 
should be. 

Georgia may get no part of Mr. Car- 
negie’s latest fund, but its creation 
will have proved of great value if one 


of its incidental results is to secure.

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GEORGIA HAS ABUNDANCE 
VALUABLE FORAGE CROPS

T the Georgia state fair, 1903, at 

Macon, Dr. Hamilton, former 7om- 

Missioner of agriculture of Penn- 
SYlvania, now connected with the farm- 
ers’ institute branch of the national de- 
Dartment of agriculture, declared he had 
Mot seen in any state in the union so 
Gteat a number of valuable forage plants 
@8 were exhibited by counties competing 
. for the grand agricultural premiums. 

That was high praise for Georgia, and 
well deserved. 

There remains opportunity for explol- 
tation in growing forage. This is the year, 
of all] others, in which to utilize the op- 
portunity. 

Tt is true that velvet beans, that cow 
peag and amber cane—the first two sep- 
@rately; the iast two singly or in com- 
@ination, wil) make excellent forage, 

Tt is true that cow peas and German 
O@llet will make a crop that, in essential 
elements, is the perfection almost of 
forage. 

I have tested each and all of the fore- 
going successfully. 

I think thet I wag possibly the first 
_ one after the great war to demonstrate 
“the value of amber cane as a forag9 
plant. 

I obtatned a pound of the seed, through 
Hon, Alexander H. Stephens; and experi- 
mented with it—giving the results oh- 
tained to the people through the press 

The American varieties are of African 
erigin, discovered by Mr. Leonard Wray, 
of Emgiand, growing among the kaffir 
corn of southeast Africa 

Amber cane. known in Africa as Zulu- 
kaffir, ig an Imphee—not a sorphum. 

Mr. Wray was in search of a sugar 
yielding plant. He cultivated amber and 
a few other varieties in France and made 
Sugar from them equal to the best grades 
with which it was compared in the Unitel 
States. 

Mr. Wray errived in the United States 
in May, 1857, having brought with him 
1,500 pounds of seed in the tuft. 

He was persuaded to this course by 
Horace Greely, who met him in France. 
By a pleasing coincidence, most of the 
seed came into the possession of Goy- 
ernor James H. H. Hammond, of South 


Carolina, who planted them and experl- | 


mented with the cane extensively and 
successfully on his plantations. 

Through the interception of Mr. Greely, 
Mr, I, A. Hedges, obtained seed enough 
to plant 10 acres on the farm of Bru- 
tus J. Clay in Kentucky. 

There was a number of varteties, but 
the amber and the 
agreed upon as the best—the amber being 
in the lead. 

During the war, largely through inat- 
tention, the two leaders were quite lost 
in the common sorghum which came 
into almost universal use for making 
sirup. 

At the close of the war, origina] seed 
were obtained and distributed through- | 
out the country. 

At the south, the people were extremely 
slow in taking hold'of either the amb2r | 
or the orange cane. At the west, the cane 
became popular at once, and was growa 
in large acreage for fattening stock, cte.

EMitor Constitution: In your tssue of 
Monday Mr. Julius L. Brown, in dis- 
| cussing the relative merits of govern- 
| ment regulation and government owner- 
Ship of railroads makes some state- 
ments of fact in reference to the West- 
ern and Atlantic in which he drops into 
historical error. I have no desire at 
this time to discuss that subject. but I 
am unwilling to allow errors of fact In 
the premises to be eirculated without 
correction. Mr. Brown says of the West- 
ern and Atlantic: 

“Besides that, the state of Georsia, 
except during my father’s administration 
(meaning the administration of Govern- 
or Joseph E. Brown), always lost money 
in operating that road. It lost nearly 
$2,000,000. It was a business failure.” 

Mr. Brown has probably made these 
Statements under a mere impression and 
without investigating offictal records. As 
& matter of fact, the Western and At- 
lantic railroad began to earn money for 
the state before {t was completed. From 
the day of its completion it was a source 
ves large revenue and never lost a dol- 
ar. 

More than $1,000,000 of the cost of its

On one oc- 
casion Ben was summoned as a witness 
in a blind tiger case. He was a great 
lover of whisky and did not want to 
testify. He failed to show up when 
superior court convened and Judge Hart 
sent an attachment for him. Tihe judge 
had in mind imposing a severe fine on 
Ben, but seeing that he would have 
to get out of the scrape somehow, he 
actually laughed Judge Hart into a goud 
humor. 

It is probable that Ben was the only 
man in the United States who ever 
laughed at a bank for identification.

The incorporation of the New Jersey 
etock exchange, with various brokers not 
connected with the New York stock ex- 
change as members, is popularly regarded 
as a speculative enterprise.

The condi- 
tions which resulted were those of panic. 
The professiona] bear operators, of course, 
added their efforis tg aggrevate the de- 
cline and reaped a rich harvest in the 
siump. The violence of the decline, the 
urgency of the selling and the lack of 
confidence argued by the small demani 
to buy at any stage of the decline natur- 
ally gave rise to many rumors of 
financial difficulties. The pressure under 
which the members of speculative poois 
and various stock market piungers were 
laboring was sufticlently obvious, but to 
this was added fears of financial weak- 
ness in more important quarters, Nothing 
developed affecting intrinsic conditions to 
account for the enormous jiquidation. The 
bank statement made a strong showing. 
The break in the market could not be 
traced tO money market conditions, al- 
though next week’s heavy requirements 
received some consideration. The tune at 
the closing gave no clear evidence that the 
Storm had passed, prices in some cases 
Closing at the lowest with the furjous 
activity unabated. It was twenty min- 
utes after the signal tor the closing 
‘before the reporting of accumulated 
transactions on the tape was completed.

Comment on Bank Statement. 

New York, April 29.—The New York 
Financier says: . 

“The official statement of the New 
York associated banks last week snowed 
a@ greater gain of cash than was indi- 
cated by the estimates which were based 
upon the traceable movements of money 
during the week, a reasonably large con- 
traction in loans considering tne exten- 
sive liquidation on the stock market and 
a very satisfactory increase in surplus 
reserve. The cash gain was $3,857,200, 
or about one million more than the es- 
timated sum. This. discrepancy was, 
however, due to the fact that the bank 
week included Friday of last week, while 
the estimates recorded movements on 
Thursday and Friday of tne previous 
week, which were embraced in the bank 
return for that period. The loans were 
contracted $9,392,800, reflecting in great 
part the camecellation of those on stock 
collateral, due to the unsettling fall in 
the securities market during the week. 
The contraction from this cause must 
nave been much greater than that indi- 
cated by the _  staitement, but it was 
doubtless partly offset by loans to syn- 
dicates, or in connection with the New 
York city bond issue. Deposits decreas- 
6d $5,440,000, which amount was only 
$95,600 less than the sum of the con- 
traction in loans less the gain in cash: 
therefore the statement made a good 
balance. The required reserve was re- 
duced by $1,3600,000, which, added to 
the increase in cash, made $5,217,200 as 
the gain tn surplus reserve to $16,665.,- 
<56. Computed uyon the basis of de 
resits, less ihose of $16,,818.800 public 
funds, the surplus is $20,869,950. Tt may 
be noted that the financial derangements 
at western centers, due to the Milwaukee 
bank defalcation and the collapse of the 
wheat deal tended to check the transfer 
of money hither to some extent. The 
shipments hence were only slightly in- 
creased because of these derangements, 
indicating that they were not of such a 
disturbing character as to make necos- 
sary tnc recell of balances. The daily 
average of bank clearings was $368.- 
000,000, an increase of $45,000.00 com- 
pared witn the previous week, reflecting 
chiefly shifting loans.

THE WEEK IN WALL STREET. 


New York, April 29.—The market this 
week has been given over to paying the 
penalty of the unbridled speculation, 
which had been rampant previously. The 
process of letting out speculative infla- 
tion in the stock market and in the 
wheat process has intensified the penal- 
ties. The parallel speculation in’ the 
stock market and in wheat was believed 
to be largely in the same hands, so that 
each market was highly sensifive to the 
course of events in the other. Many ob- 
servers hold the view that the collapse 
of the wheat corner was almost entirely 
responsible for the overthrow of the 
speculative fabric of the stock market, 
but this view ignores the prevalence of 
similar influences toward inflation, which 
have figured in the great rise in stocks. 
It is seldom that a great speculation has 
been carried to a culmination in face 
of such a body of opposing conservative 
sentiment, of frequently uttered warn- 
ings and of authoritafive disclaimers of 
fhe rumors upon which the advance in 
prices was based. Practically all these 
various supposifions have been sudden- 
ly abandoned this week, and asa conse- 
quence stocks were sold by those who 
had bought in the faith that the sup- 
positions were true. A cloud of these 
rumors has entered about fhe Norfhern 
Securities Company, and the beginning

No Indication of Trouble at 
the Russian Capital, 


Bells Peal in Honor of the Advent 
of Resurrection Dawn — The 
Ceremonies Were Marked 
by the Absence of 
the Czar. 


St. Petersburg, Aprfl 30, 3:30 a. m— 
Easter day, Russia’s greatest festival of 
joy and peace, was ushered in with 
none of the disorder and rioting that was 
dreaded. As for centuries, 


the cathedrals, churches and shrines, to 
greet the rising of the Lord and to mark 
the end of Lent and of the gloom and 
sadness of passion week. 

The absence of the emperor from the 
midnight services in éither capita] dimin- 
ished interest, but the ceremonial was 
carried out in all its elaborateness and 
Stateliness. The main feature of the 
service, namely, the procession of the 
clergy to The tomb whete the interment 
of the Savior was enacted on Friday af- 
ternoon, and the discovery that the tomh 
is empty, the search areund the chureh 
for the body of the missing Lord, andi 
the angelic proclamation, ‘‘He is risen,’’ 
which is repeated by the priests and 
answered by the congregation with “‘He 
is risen, indeed,” is identical in every 
church in Russia. 

Signal of Resurrection. 

When the signal of the resurrection ‘vas 
given by cannon from the fortress of 
St. Peter and St, Paul. the city suddenly 
burst. into light, beacons of resinous 
wood being kindled, towers and domes 
of all churches being illuminated, designs 
blazing forth from the facades of build 
ings and candles being lighted in every 
window. 

Kisses of greeting were exchanged be- 
tween relatives and friends, and, although

Minister to Panama, Goes 
to Colambia—Taft’s Ca- 
blegram to Bowen. 


Washington, April 29,—Secretary Taft 
has received instructions from the presi- 
dent to call Minister Bowen, now at 
Caracas, to Washington; also to send 
Mr. Russell, now minister to Colombia, 
to Caracas, and Mr. Barrett, now min- 
ister at Panama, to Colombia. It is 
stated that if Mr. Bowen’s action rela- 
tive to the charges affecting Assistant 
Secretary Loomis are not subject to 
criticism, it is the president's purpose 
to send him as minister to Chile and 
then probably as ambassador to Brazil. 

The cablegram to Minister Bowen in- 
structing him to report to Washington 
forthwith was dispatched today by Act- 
ing Secretary Loomis. If the minister 
is active he may catch the mail steamer 
Monday next, which would permit him 
to reach Washington about May 8, the 
day the president expects to break camp 
and start homeward. 

Arriving here before the president's re- 
turn, Mr. Bowen will make his state- 
ment to Secretary Taft, who is dis- 
posed to deal with the case himself. 

Secretary Taft also sent a cablegram 
to Minister Bowen today, stating the rea- 
sons for his summons to Washington.

Trinity’s record, too, amounts 
to nothing if she cannot have credit for 
her victories over the strong Lafayette 
and Syracuse nines. 

But, as I said before, in estimating the 
relative strength of southern coHege 
baseball teams we must be guided by 
other considerations than a mere refer- 
ence to the table of games won and 
lost; we m@t take into account the 
caliber of the teams encountered. 

To my mind no team’s campaign to 
date has been anywhere near 
as that of Trinity. She has played a!- 
ready seventeen games against the very 
hardest string of opponents to be found. 
On her southern trip she won but two, 
and tied one. “Not so good’ 
would be tempted to comment at 
first blush; but when it is recalled that 
each of these defeats was by one run 


‘only, that two of them went extra in- 


nings—as did the tle game, and that 
from every place alike—Macon, Atlanta, 
Greenville, Spartanburg, and Clemson, 
the game was by unanimous agreement 
conceeded to be either the best or one 


of the best ever seen in the place—then

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WHAT THE S. Il. A. A. HAS DONE 
FOR COLLEGE ATHLETICS 


BY PROFESSOR A. M. PATTERSON, 


Director of Athletics, 


So much misunderstanding exists in the 
public mind concerning the purposes and 
rules of the Southern Intercollegiate Ath- 
letic Association that it may be well to 
give an explanation of the present status 
of college sport. 

Twelve years ago college athletics in the 
south were in a chaotic condition. Foot- 
ball was in its infancy, and intercolie- 
giate baseball, while it had for some 
years before been indulged in, had no 
fixed rules under which it could be car- 
ried on, and no method by which abuses 
might be corrected. 

The S. I. A. A: was organized to sup- 
ply these. On December 22, 1894, pursu- 
ant to a call issued by Dr. Charles H. 
Herty, of the University of Georga, 
some ten or twelve delegates assembled 
in a room in the Kimball house, Atlanta, 
and there formed the association which 
has dominated southern college athletics 
ever since. 

‘Its objects shall be,’’ 
stitution of the association, 
opment, regulation and purification © 
college athletics throughout the south.”

The association objects to 
Summer baseball because, first, 
fessionalizes young men by the dozen, 
and tempts them to lie to retain 
amateur status under false pretenses, and 
second, it demoralizes young men by the 
dozen, morally and in every other way. 

The association has, however, always 
permitted summer bal] playing, under re- 
strictions, hoping that the abuse of the 
privilege would gradually diminish. In- 
stead, it has gradually increased. 

The association. in December, 1903, 
passed a stricter law than ever against 
this evil. Briefiy, the law forbids a high 
schoo] or college man to play on a league 
team, even a minor league team, on 
penalty of losing his amateur status; it 
forbids a man to receive, when play- 
ing with his nome team, anything more 
than his necessary expenses—board, lodg- 
ing and transportation—while playing 
with said team; it provides further that 
if a man plays on a team other than his 
home team he shall receive no compen- 
sation of any kind, directly or 
rectly, either for salary or for expenses, 
The purposes which the law was inten‘- 
to serve were as follows: First, ‘t

Change May Be Made. 

It is quite probable that after the com- 
ing summer the rule will be simplified 
and made more strict. but no change wili 
be made at present. In the cases of men 
who have been ruled off of college teams 
this spring ,nearly all had stepped over 
the iine from amateurism into profession- 
alism by accepting compensation for 
playing summer bal. Ceasing to be 
amateur. they cannot play on a college 
team. Of course some men successfully 
evade the law and stil] play. This is 
equally true in ordinary life, where we 
brush elbows with uncaught and unsus- 
pected thieves, murderers and embez- 
giers. It will doubtless be true until 
the millenium comes. But it may safe- 
ly be said that college sport is cleaner 
and of a higher order now than ever 


| before in the south.

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How She Won Mr. Car- 


negie’s Interest in Library Training School 
for Young Southern Women.

IN ARMY SCHOOLS

Good Opportunity Afforded to 
Militia Officers 


Must Notify Adjutant General If 
They Desire to Attend Army 
Schools—Expenses Will Be 
Paid by the United States 
Government. 


If there are any Georgia militia officers 
who are desirous of attending the United 
States army service schools or the garri- 
son schools at cértain designated posts, 
they should notify Adjutant General 8, W. 
Harris at once, in order that proper in- 
formation may be forwarded to the 
secretary of war in due time. 

Governor Terrell has just received a 
letter from the secretary of war asking 
that the govenor forward to him ae soon 
as practicable, and not later than June 
| next, for the consideration of the de- 
partment, the names of such officers of 
the organized militia of the state as may 
be recommended for admission to the

army service schools for the ‘coming term, 
which begins November | and extends to 
‘March 31. ! 

The schools to which it will. be prac- 
ticable to admit militia officers this year, 
the letter states, are the Army Medical 


Cavalry school, at Fort Leavenworth, 
Kans.; the Artillery school, at Fort Mon- 
roe, Va., and such garrison schools as 
have been designated in circular No. 26, 
issued hy the department June 28, 1904. 

Among the requirements for admission 
to these schools are that the applicant 
shall have been a member of the organ- 
ized militia of hig state for at least one 
year; that he shall be between the ages 
of 21 and 35 years, except for admission 
to the army medica] school, and a citizen 
of the United States, and that he shall 
furnish affidavit covering these points and 
a certificate from the colonel of his regi- 
ment or other person or persons that he 
is of good moral character. 

Early Action Necessary. 

The letter calls attention to the fact 
that early action is necessary, as it is 
essential that al] the preliminary require- 
ments be met and the eligible applicants 
be prepared to enter the schools at the 
commencement of the courses of instruc- 
tion in order that they may be entitled 
to the allowances, etc., provided by law 
for those who complete the full course. 

The ful] course of instruction comprises 
three years, with not less than seventy- 
five working days each year. The govern- 
;ment allows such militia officers transpor- 
|tation to and from the army posts where 
such schools are located, and, in addition, 
'4 cents per mile traveled; commutation of 
‘quarters amounting to $24 per month 
| for a lieutenant and $36 per moth for a 
|captain, and $I per day for rations during 
‘the school term. The names of graduates 
(of these schools are carried in the war 
| department registers as Tong as such offi- 
,cers remain in the militia service. 

So far no Georgia militia officers have 
announced their intention of attending 
any of these government military schools, 
but the time has now come for them to 
make known their intentions ff they pro- 
pose to do so. The opportunity is consid- 
ered an exgeptionally good one for militia 
officers who are anxious to become ex- 
perts in this field, and it is anticipated’ 
that there will be quite a large attendance 
from many sections of the state.

It is the intention of 
the sovernment to provide each person 
a means of earning a livelihood rather 
than to give them financial aid, which

Lesson Text, John xv, 1-12. + 


THE VINE AND THE BRANCHES. 
Here is another example of how Jesus 
loved His disciples to the end. He was 
within an hour of His betrayal, but His 
thoughts were upon His followers, not 
upon Himself. He knows how soon and 
cruelly His enemies will close in upon 
Himself, but He uses the last hours to 
confirm His apostles. The parable of 
the vine is one means. It is the affirma- 
tion of a perpetual and close union, in 
a of impending and violent separa- 
on. 

There are some who believe that after 
the supper and before the agony in the 
garden, Jesus spent some hours of the 
night with His disciples in the temple. 
If so, the figure of the vine may have 
been suggested by the golden vine Which 
Herod the Great had placed there above 
the golden gate; or some vineyard on the 
road may have given the hint. It is not 
necessary, however, to imagine any im- 
mediate suggestion, as the vine was the 
national emblem, woven everywhere into 
prophecy, song and other literature of 
Israel. It was also one of the most fa- 
miliar and beautiful of natural objects, 
the king of fruits in Palestine, source of 
wealth, joy, and strength to the people. 
In every respect it was worthy of the 
dignified and emblematic use Jesus made 
of it on this occasion.

But His language has a much wider 
sweep than that which would embrace 
the little company of His disciples than 
present. 

In this figure of speech, Jesus asserts 
In the strongest possible manner His 
fundamental relation to humanity. He is 
sole source of spiritual life and fruitful- 
ness. Abiding in the stock (Jesus) and 
pruned by the husbandman (the Father), 
the branches (the disciples) live and bear 
fruit. (Verse |.) Apart from ‘the stock 
the branches wither. (Verses 5, 6.) The 
words of Jesus are the instrument by 
means of which the branch is pruned. 
His example and ideals of character and 
duty apprehended, admired, and realized 
make genuine disciples, whose lives honor 
an commend the God they serve, (Verse 
8.) He whose deliberate and perpetual 
choice is to maintain a vital union with 
Christ, and who to this end treasures 
His words in memory, is in the way of 
securing the things that are needful for 
his growth, comfort and usefulness. (Verse 
7.) The love of Christ for His disciples 
in analagous in greatness, fervency and 
constancy to the love. which the Father 
has for the Son.

10.) In conclusion, Jesus defines His ob- 
ject in speaking these words to His dis- 
ciples, It is that His joy may remain in 
them.

In Two Parts—Text: Matin., XX Chapter—fFrart 1. 


I will speak to you another day on tne 
question of reward that is contain: in 
this gospel and of the great problem that 
appertains to it. Today we will take up 
only these words: ‘““‘The eleventh hour.” 

The eleventh hour! Gn! How I wish 
that the Master of Time would infuse 
into this assembly at this moment a 
breath of life, so that we should under- 
stand what it is to hold in our hand only 
one drop of that time that falls from 
eternity and returns to eternity, but 
which we can utilize as it passes by! 

The eleventh hour! There are men 
who discount it. They look forward to 
it as though all the others did not exist. 
Thus, there are bad scholars who do all 
their work and learn all their lessons 
at the last moment—there are bad work. 
men who waste their time, and then 
hurriedly and hastily begin their task 
and mix it all up at the last minute. So 
there are men who, all through their life- 
time, discount the last hour, They adorn 
it with a halo of its own. The other 
hours are lustreless; this one alone 
charms them. When it comes they will 
do this or that—in the evening of their 
days it will be like a golden ray reaching 
up to the morning of their -life. and they 
can already see themselves with their 
eyes fixed on the soft light of the end: 
“All is well that ends well.’’ 

My brethren, this mistake that consists 
in discounting the last hour is not an 
lsolated one that is peculiar to a few 
men. It is a collective error—it has been 
put up as a dogma and has been taught. 
The importance of the end has been so 
immensely exaggerated that there has 
often resulted a depreciation of the whole 
life to the profit of that eleventh hour. 

How many men have lived in the con- 
viction that it suffices that the last breath 
should be surrounded by a last formula, 
to make a fine life out of what has been 
a very ugly one! That is a dangerous 


state of mind, All the hours of our life, 


are precious. To lose or neglect one is 
a waste of respect toward the One who 
gave them all with the same love. The 
safest way is to use .{w.e hour that is 
passing at this moment. To disdain it 
and to rely on the last hour is to leave 
hold of the substance for the shadow, 


to 
deceitful images. 

The eleventh hour, as much for 
existence as for the idle schoolboy 
for the workman who is careless of his 
time, the eleventh hour is full 
certainty, of surprise and of disturbance.

Law, 
erder, government, finds expression in 
everything of God's, from the creation ad 
infinitum. You, my friends, who devote 
your time, money and talents to the 
exposition and enforcement of pure gov- 
ernmenta! law, when buttressed by blame- 
less lives, are among God’s noblest min, 
isters. 

(2). We find that the governmental prin- 
ciple is benevolent in design. ‘For it Is 
a minister of God for good to thee,” 
Benevolence and blessing is the intention 
end motive of all government in God's 
wniverse; and, when the principle finds 
eareeable expression, is so in all of our 
federal laws 

(3). Lastly, we find that the govern- 
mental principle belongs to the religious 
@eonscience. “Ye must needs be subject 
for conscience sake.’ Christian men are 
to be as conscientious and deferential 
in their attitude to law and government 
a. they are in any other matter of sacred 
gevelation. A failure here was the blas- 
phemous blunder of the Antinomians in 
morals, and jis the birthplaice of the fla- 
bolical crime of anarchy. 

YI. Secondly. Our passage indicates 
the <-fzitude of Christian men to vhe elvi) 
government. 

(7). They are to preach its enforcement. 
Paul wrote to Titus: “Put them in mind 
to be subject to the principalities and 
powers.” I have no patience with the 
idea that the minister of the gospe! must 
not open his mouth on the affairs of ‘his 
government. Christ, John the Baptist and 
Paul dealt with these matters. 

(2). They are to support the govern- 
ment. First, by law-abiding. And, sec- 
ondly, by paying taxes. “Tribute to whom 
tribute belongs.” I know this is a day of 
a great hue and cry about taxation. f 
have -no doubt that some are made to 
bear onerous burdens in this line; but if 
the much that comes from another quar- 
ter is to be believed, there are more who 
ewear lies in avoiding a just taxation than 
there are among the oppressed. 

Ill. Third place, our text deals with 
the civil honor of the governmental mag- 
istracy. 

“(1) To honor the governmental mag- 
istracy: is a civic debt. The reason for 
the debt lies Within the citizen himself, 
if not in the magistrate. A magistrate 
may be unworthy, yet that does not

It stands for 
that. and only that, by purpose, ministry 
and nature. Whatever the intention of 
the mob, it really is sensible to no good. 

(2) The law conscience is keenly sea- 
sitive to criminal! vielence. No individ- 
ual, nor institution, smarts and recol's 
in horror at criminal outrage earlier, nor 
more, than the law. The fact is, it is by 
the very law itself that we have the 
knowledge of crime at all. If a coin- 
munity hurts, therefore, under crime, ‘t 
Goes so because the law has taught it 
the horror of crime. If the community 
suffers on account of crime, the law 
suffers with a greater suffering. 

(3) But the law deals with criminals 
in a lawful way. The mobdbist deais 
with crime in a criminal way. The law 
so deals with criminals as to, at least, 
in part, suppress crime; tne mob so deais 
with him as to only multiply crimes and 
crimina!s. The law starts with one crime 
and one criminal. and ends its trial with 
one; the mob starts -with one crime and 
one criminal, and ends with more crimes 
than one, and possibly five hundred or 
a thousand criminals. With the law oniy 
the low and criminal are gullty; with 
the mob men of otherwise good character 
often blacken their hands and their lives 
with foul murder. 

(4) The law deals ample vengeance on 
the criminal. The law is a terror tv 
evil, “‘the revenger of God to execute 
wrath upon him that doeth evil.” The 
only way possible for a mob to execute 
greater vengeance upon a criminal! than 
the law its to punish the poor criminal 
unjustly. The mob may burn a man to 
death where the law would find him in- 
nogent; or the mob may punish a crimi- 
nal with death when the character of his 
crime is not punishable by so awful sen- 
tence. The law is able, and stands 
ready to punish with ample revenge 
every character of crime known to us, 
and the way for all good citizens to see 
that crime is properly punished is within 
the expression and enforcement of 
law. 

(5) The law so deals with crime as 
to be wholesome and saivatory to the 
community. The intention and ministry 
of thé Taw is to clean and hea! the :om- 
munity and to establish the power of con- 
trol in the hands of the peaceful, edu- 
cated and religious; the mob defies '.w, 
puts ine heels of a rabble on the neck 
of civic virtue and apotheosizes crime. 

V. Now I would conclude with some ref- 
erence to the heinousness of anarchy. 
“Whosoever resisteth the power, resist- 
eth the ordinance of God; and they that 
resist shall receive to themselves damna- 
tion.’’ 

(1) Anarchy sets at naugnt 
for the upward march of the ages. 
commiimty has reached its highest ver- 
fection in any sense, but under the con- 
stantly breaking in of the light of God's 
method of development the world ‘3 
gradually rising in the scale toward per- 
fection. The tendency of His leading jis 
to cast into curse all crime, and to lead 
out onto the plains of universal peaca, 
The mob sets this idea at naught. It 
not only arrests the movement upward, 
but it degrades to aimost irrecoverable 
depths. No community over which a 
mobbish cyclone sweeps can escape ‘ts 
damning desdlation in years upon years. 

(2) Anarchy weakens the grip of the 
judiciary. The mob tends to make the 
judjaary @ mere legal figure-head, and

There are men 
swear fn a court room that they are op- 
posed to capital-punishment, hang up 
juries to mistrial, and then complain 
about the country’s expense in feeding 
prisoners. And worse, if the mob bas- 
sion should get astir in the community 
these same fellows that can’t hang a 
Criminal by law will iustily join in the 
hanging, shooting or burning of a crim 
inal unlawfully. A man who does not 
belleve in capital punishment has no bus!- 
ness in the jury box. 

(3) No official is safe In the presence 
of anarchy. The constabie, the sheriff, 
judge, gOvernor or president are liable t» 
be killed in the performance of their 
governmental dutles. Oh, the cowardly, 
jawiless assassinism that. lurks in the 
neart of the wild, senseless mob! Wy 
countrymen, you of old Stewart are law- 
loving and law-abiding. I pray you re. 
main so. Belleve not the rumors of ne- 
gro clans of murder and incendiarism. 
live lawfi:@, and teach the negro law- 
fulness, ahd our country will be one in
